OF THE BOARD OF SUPERVISORS, BOYD COUNTY NEBRASKA

WHEREAS, the Village of Spencer, as required by subsection Neb. Rev. Stat. 39-1359, accepted all
duties set out in said subsection, and agreed that if a claim is made against the state, the Village shall
indemnify, defend, and hold harmless the state from all claims, demands, actions, damaged, and
liability, including reasonable attorney’s fees, that may arise as a result of the special event,

WHEREAS, due to unforeseen circumstances, proposed expenditures exceed budget authority
allocated for the Planning Commission function (Zoning) and the Weed Control function in the General
Fund Budget, and

WHEREAS, budget authority in the County Miscellaneous budget, also an office function of the
General Fund Budget, is adequate to allow for a transfer to meet current fiscal year expenditures, and

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that an additional one thousand five hundred ninety one
dollars and 77 cents ($1,591.77) of budget authority is hereby allocated to the Planning Commission
(Zoning) function from the County Miscellaneous budget function and an additional two thousand three
hundred eighty four dollars and 21 cents ($2,384.21) of budget authority is hereby allocated to the
County Weed Control office function from the County Miscellaneous budget function.

Superintendent. It was moved by Nicolaus and seconded by Boska to pay Judy Engelhaupt $16.00 per
hour for 2 days per week (Monday and Tuesday) plus paid holidays if they fall on one of her work days. If
her road secretary work is caught up, she may also help with the weed control during the transition
period, but not to exceed a total of 2 working days per week. Ayes: Heiser, Connot, Boska, Nicolaus and
Reiman. Nays: Bernt and Spencer. Motion carried.

Teri Krysl, Weed Control, was present with the board. It was moved by Nicolaus and seconded by
Heiser that Teri will be paid $15.00 per hour for approximately 20 per week. She will also receive paid
holidays if they fall on one of her scheduled work days. She will be paid her regular hourly rate when she
attends meetings or school days plus she will be paid mileage if she takes her own vehicle to meetings.

Gary Connot, Highway Superintendent, was present with the board. It was moved by Nicolaus and
seconded by Heiser to appoint Steve Rasmussen as temporary Boyd County Surveyor to locate and/or
reestablish the government corners needed within Section 21, Township 35N Rage10W and Section 25
Township 35N Range 13W and Section 9 Township 33N Range 12W. Ayes: all. Motion carried.

Mary Schoenefeld, Boyd County Assessor, and Ashley Boettcher, Boyd County Attorney, were present
to discuss TERC appeals with the board.

Dolly Kienke, Zoning Administrator, was present to discuss the need of 2 new appointments to the
planning board.

It was moved by Connot and seconded by Bernt to authorize Reiman to sign the Clerk of the District
Court Child Support Enforcement Subgrant. Ayes: Nicolaus, Heiser, Bernt, Spencer, Connot and Boska.
Abstain: Reiman. Motion carried.

It was moved by Spencer and seconded by Heiser to authorize Reiman to sign a letter of support for
the Niobrara Valley Hospital to obtain a grant for replacement exterior windows and doors. Ayes:
Nicolaus, Heiser, Bernt, Spencer, Connot and Boska. Abstain: Reiman. Motion carried.

Arnold Hall, Veteran Service Officer, was present to discuss a reappointment. It was moved by
Spencer and seconded b Boska to reappoint Howard Tiefenthaler to the Boyd County Veteran’s service
Committee for a term of 5 years beginning July 1, 2012 and ending June 30, 2017. Ayes: all. Motion
carried.
